Boxcar Loaded Fith Dynamite : ᾿ τὴ 


Guard Said to Ignite Blast; = 
56 Die, S. Korea City Razed 


SEOUL, Nov. 18 (AP!.—A 
drunken [reight guard's candle 
apparently ignited a dynamite ex- 
plosion that killed 56 persons 
and devastated a Korean city 
Friday, inevstigators reported to- 
day, 

A spokesman ciid that the 
man assigned to guard the 30 
ten load of explcsives abdard ἃ 
railroad car would be arrested 
on charges of negligence. 

The blast, the worst such 
dizastery in South Korean his- 
tory, injured 13943 persons and 
left more than 10,000 homeless in 
the city of Ini, with a population 
of 120,000. Nearly 3,500 houses 
and cther buildings, 70 rall cars 
apd additional property worth 
an estimated $20 million were 
destroyed in Iri, 120 miles south 
of Seoul. 

The spokesman for investigat- 
ing authorities sald that the 
guerd, Shin Moo 1, 36, gave this 
account of events leading to the 
explosion: 

Mr. Shin, an employee of Korea 
Explozives Co, of Seoul, was rid- 
ing the freight car from Inchon 
to the dynamite delivery point 
at Kwangju, south of IrL Rail- 
road officials at the Iri station 
would not allow the car of ex- 
plosives to leave with the rest 
of the train for Kwangju.

U.S. Assails Rise

MOSCOW, Nov. 13 ‘WP).— 
The U.S. Embassy has formally 
protested to the Kremhn a 
sudden sharp. sporadic increase 
in the micrownve radintion 
beamed at the U.S. chancery 
here from Soviet buildings 
nearby.

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Algerian Gas—at a Price 


The Aigerian gas rullng now confronts the 
Carter administration with ἃ painful choice. 
Until now, its energy policy has come in two 
different styies—one for oll, the other for 
natural as, Unfortunately, the two are 
inconsistent with each other. It's like the 
acrobat who rides two-horses with a icot on 
either saddle. The trick is hard enough 
when the horses are pointed the same way. 
But when they start moving in different 
directions, the rider's difficultles rapidly 
escalate. That is roughly where the Algerian 
decision leaves the administration. 

A federal hearing officer recently ap- 
proved a gigantic project to import Algerian 
natural gas at a price three times the legal 
ceiling for gas produced in this country. 
If that strikes you as peculiar, you're on 
the right track. The gas is not expensive 
in Algeria. But the cost 15 driven up by the 
elaborate process of liquefying it, carrying it 
across the Atlantic in cryogenic tankers, 
eonverting it back inte gas at ἃ port in 
Canada and bringing it down a new pipe- 
line into New York and Pennsylvania. The 
author of the pian is Tenneco, Inc. a large 
Bipeline company. which says that it will 
Soon need the gas to serve its present cus- 
tomers. 

Here we have ἃ clear and concrete ilustra- 
tion of ἃ point that a number of economists 
have recently been making. in thelr aca- 
demic and theoretical way. President Carter 
says that price controls on natural gas are 
necessary to protect the consumer. But the 
economists reply that the protection is only 
temporary. The price controls create short- 
ages. To meet the shortages, the govern- 
ment resorts to increasingly esoteric and ex- 
pensive new sources. The expensive new 
gas is averaged in with the artificially cheap 
domestic gas, and the average cost to the 
consumer rises, It eventually rises—to the 
vast astonishment of everyone but the econ- 
omists—to the price that it would have 


reached without price controls. The only 
difference is that an Increasing proportion 
of the gas comes, of course, from other 
countries. 

You can see it happening. The present 
celling for domestic gas at the wellhead is 
$1.47 per thousand cuble feet. The Alaskan 
gas will reach consumers—if that gigantic 
pipeline is ever built—at a price approach- 
ing $3. Last spring the Federal Power Com- 
mission approved ἃ contract to import Al- 
gertan liquefied gas at $3.37. Now the Ten- 
neco project would bring in a much larger 
volume of Algerian was at $450. The Alge- 
rian contracts, incidentally, contain escala- 
tor clauses to lift these prices even further 
as the OPEC price of all goes up. 

For the past six months President Carter 
and his secretary of energy, James Schles- 
inger, have been telling the country that it 
has to hold down its oi! consumption. The 
reason is that American dependence on for- 
elgn sources has reached 2 dangerous level. 
Mr. Schlesinger also points out that everag- 
ing cheap domestic oil with expensive for- 


eign oll creates a tremendous substdy for 


the imports—which, in turn, helps explain 
why the country is Importing so much. You 
may have noticed that the Algerian gas deal 
would duplicate both of these errors. It 
would increase imports of energy—specifi- 
cally, from Arab sources—and it would fol- 
low a price-averaging formula that subsi- 
dizes an expensive foreign supply with a 
cheap domestic one. 

Until last month, the hearing officer's de- 
cision would have gone to the Federal Power 


Commission. But the FPC vanished with the - 


establishment of the new Department of 
Emergy, in the labyrinths of which the deci- 
sion is now moving upward for review. It 
will be interesting to see what Secretary 
Schlesinger has to say about it.

The President and the GI Bill 


President Carter will soon receive the GI 
Bill Improvement Act. As passed by Con- 
gress, the proposed legislation raises the 
educational benefits of veterans by 6.6 per 
cent in cost-of-living increases. It alsc rec- 
ognizes that the disparity in tuition costs 
in different areas of the country has been 
preventing veterans in high-cost states from 
enrolling in colleges or training schools. 

On the surface, the legislation has the ap- 
pearance of generosity and fairness, and few 
in Congress were against the final version. 
That is one of the reasons the President will 
surely sign it. Who. in these inflationary 
times, would be against denying veterans & 
modest 6.6-per-cent increase in educational 
benefits? We think he should sign it, but 
not without using the orcasion to point out 
that parts of the new law—eneath the sur- 
face—are likely to be so unworkable that 
corrective legislation is needed. We refer to 
the requirement that states must match 
dollar for dollar the federal contribution in 
tuition aid above $700. As Sen. Jacob Javits, 
R-N.Y., said, this provision 15 “tantamount 
t saying there will be no help for veterans. 
Few, if any, states can afford to meet the 
current costs of higher education, much 1685 
come up with additional appropriations.” 
This matching requirement is the first time 
that any part of GI benefits from the ted- 
eral government have been conditional on 
the states’ prerequisite contribution. Ap- 
parently, veterans weren't serving just their 
country—they were serving their state- 
houses, tov.

Before it was “quietly emasculated.” as 
Sen. Daniel P. Moynihan, D-N.Y., noted, the 
Senate blll gave veterans $66 for every $100 
of tuition above $700. That is what the Pres- 
ident should immediately press for. Veterans 
should not tbe forced to be spectators at the 
matching-grant game. It is all too possible 
for them to be left dangling while the state 
government tries to come up with the $33 to 
match the federal $33. If the state fails to 
match the federal allotment, the “grant” re- 
mains 2 loan. The rationale for involving 
states In the educational expenses incurred 
by its veterans 1s the feeling that states with 
high tuitions are not spending enough for 
higher education. But when expenditures 
for private higher education are included, 
the balance evens out. The new matching 


requirement alters the approach of the 
World War II GI Bill, in which state and 
private colleges and technical schools were 
given large cash incentives to enroll vete- 
rans. 

A second deficiency that the President 
should ask to be corrected by new legislation 
involves the loan aspect of the bill. The 
Senate version of the ill forgave the 
veteran 66 2/3 per cent of his loan over 
$700 as he successfully finished each year 
of schooling. But the bill now before the 
President forgives the 66 2/3 only if the 
veteran successfully completes the whole 
program—as much a6 four years. Thus, 
veterans who must leave school early for 
one legitimate reason or another must carry 
the full weight of the loan. This, plus the 
fact a state has five years to come in with 
its matching monies, creates uncertainties 
that are likely to discourage many from 
using the program.

A dinal unfortunate weakness in the bill 
before the President involves extending the 
period during which a veteran can use his 
benefits. It grants two additional years, but 
veterans who take advantage of this exten- 
sion would be given only loans (with no for- 
giveness) rather than the outright cash 
assistance that the Senate bill contained. 
Needy veterans can already apply for loans 
from federal agencies other than the Vet- 
erans Administration. 

These are a few of the deficiencies that 
we think do little to serve the Vietnam 
veteran wishing to educate himself. It is 
regrettable that they are included in legis- 
lation that otherwise takes into considera- 
tion that inequities do exist in the GI Bill 
as it has been enforced since 1966. Sen. 
Alan Cranston, D-Calif., deserves credit for 
persuading the House Veterans Committee 
to accept the principle, at least, that equal 
dollars do not constitute equal educational 
opportunity, particulariy in high-cost states. 
That principle. now that it is established, 
is worth preserving. That is why it’s im- 
portant that the President sign the bill. But 
it is equally important that he take that 
opportunity to serve notice of an intention 
to seek further legislation next year to cor- 
rect its deficiencies.

\s to force Western Europe, which 
has distinctly limited energy sup- 
plies (despite North Sea petro- 
Jeum, Dutch natured gas, British 
and German coal) to depend ever 
more strongly on nuclear power. 
Consequently, in none toa 
Carter's announced Eu- 
rope feels forced to ni more 
rather than fewer breeder reac- 
tors and thereby move into the 
“plutonium age” Washington so 
much fears. 

‘We cannot avoid this equation, 
Europe must manufacture, export. 
or die. Its factories need energy. 
It is impossible to have our cake 
in the form of avoiding breeders 
while eating it in the form of 
excessive atl imports. The very 
least we can do is to initiate truly 
bold and sweeping conservation. 
an idea that is as politically un- 
Popular as it is essential both 
te our own survival and that of 
our allies. 

Moreover, there is another re- 
lated factor entirely separate from 
the quintessential problem of 
keeping Western industry's wheels 
turning to provide jobs and sup- 
plies: this is the strategic factor. 
Many astute observers both in 
this country and in Europe be- 
lieve the Soviet Union seeks 
slowly to undermine the West 
through the developing Third 
World.

‘Last week's rally began on Thuraday when the Dow climbed 14.12 
to register its biggest one-iay gain since Oct. 13, 1976. The upsurge 
continued on Friday with the Dow registering a 13.31-point advance. 

Turnover on the Big Board last week jumped to 129.05 million 
shares compared with 94.79 million in the preceding week. On Friday. 
volume swelled to 35.26 million shares, a record for 1977. 

A combination of factors sparked the rally. Analysts said that 
more and more investors were becoming convinced that the Federnl 
Reserve Board was easing up on credit restraints and that interest 
rates were beginning to level off. Rising interest rates have been ἃ 
Major reason for the market's long slide. 

Evidence that the Fed js taking its foot off the brake came after 
the close of the market Thursday with the announcement that the 
nation’s money supply over the preceding week had dropped $3.4 
billion. The drop was considerably more than Wall Street's expecta- 
tions, and this sharpened speculation that the Fed was taking an 
easier line. 

‘Will the rally continue? The answers are mixed. Bynum Vickory,

U.S. Women in Science Stalled at Level of 1920s 


Wsstincron (NYT).—In an 

age of science, when tech- 
nology is king, the percentage of 
women on university science fac- 
ulties is declining. 

The percentage of scientific 
doctoral degrees awarded to wom- 
en is essentially the same as it 
was in the 1920s. Only 16 per 
cent of Nobel Prizes given in 
science between 1901 and 1976 
were awarded to women, and only 
1.5 per cent of the members elect- 
ed to the National Academy of 
Sciences between those years were 
women. 

The statistics indicate that op- 
portunities for women in science 
are not growing. A four-day con- 
ference on the participation of 
women in scientific research was 
held here to study the causes and 
make preliminary recommenda- 
tions to promote increased op- 
portunities for women in educa- 
tion, industry and research. 

The conference was held as 
part of a study for the National 
Science Foundation by the Office 


of Opportunities of the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 

The preliminary recommenda- 
tions were made public at a news 
conference at which Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, D-Mass, announced 
that he would introduce legisla- 
tion to implement them. 

The legislative package, which 
will be introduced in January, on 
the first day that Congress meets 
after a recess, would establish 8 
research, development and demon- 
stration program to encourage the 

ipation of women in science. 
It would require federal agencies 
involved in research and develop- 
ment to establish the advance- 
ment of women in science as a 
priority, 

The package would also estab- 
lish employment goals for women 
in science for both federal and 
private sectors and would set up 
a reporting system to follow their 
Progress. 

In his announcement, the sen- 
ator said that “the virtual ex- 
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clusion of women from careers in 
science and engineering is con- 
trary to our national commit- 
ment ta equal employment op- 
Portunity and weakens our na- 
tion's scientific research effort.” 

Sixty women from 27 to 47 years 
old who received doctoral degrees 
in the past six years participated 
in the panels and lectures at the 
conference. They spent hours in 
workshops to draw up preliminary 
findings and recommendations. 

“Tve never s€en apy group 
work 50 hard,” sald Janet Welsh 
Brown, program head of the Of- 
fice of Opportunities. “We tried 
tm give them a night off, and 
they wouldn't take it.” 


‘The conference itself and Β sur- 
vey of 60 men and the 60 wamen 
who took part in it produced in- 
formation on a broad range of 
subjects, from secondary-school 
education to the public image of 
scientists, 

The women’s recommendations 
included increased female enroll- 
ment in shop and mechanics 
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courses at the secondary-school 
level to encourage familiarity 
with tools essential to many areas 
of scientific research. They stress- 
ed a need for university science 
departments to increase commu- 
nication with government and in- 
dustry—important potential em- 
ployers of their graduates, 

They cited a need for female 
role models and for a media cam- 
paign that would reverse the pop- 
ular misconception that a scientist 
is 8 white male. They also ask- 
ed that restrictions on age and 
number of years since graduation 
be Hfted from eligibility require- 
ments for fellowships. The restric- 
tions limit many women who wish 
to return to research after child- 


bearing. 

These recommendations will be 
added to 8 final lst of what will 
be presented to the National 
Science Foundation early next 
year. According to Dr. Brown, the 
study will concentrate on three 
areas: program initiatives, policy 
recommendations and subjects to 
be researched further.
